THEY'RE Al.h "LIBERAL" 

There la one election pretllcllon we feci 
sttle In muklnfc at this cnrly Klago or the 
game: A liberal wl!! be elected President In 
November. We make this prophecy with con- 
fidence after reading a recent Irjiuc of tlie 
New York Tlmci mngnzlne. 

The magazlnc'B eilltor-i asked President 
Trumnn, Mcaars. Dewey. Stossen. Taft and 
Warren from the Republicans, nnd Mr. Wal- 
lace from his own /lelf-madc ptirty to define 
liberalism. (Mnybc they asked Senator 
Vandenberfr, Speaker Martin. Ocneral. Elsen- 
hower and QcnernI MacArthur, too. We 
don't know.) Anyway, six replied. 

Mr. Truman's contribution was somewhat 
aynthetlc. Apparently busy with affairs ol 
state, he turned the Job over to his White 
HoiiJ!e staff. They assembled portion.'! of the 
President's npeeches that emphasized his 
present objectives — with accent on the do- 
mestic. Since Mr. Truman's own program 
■woa used to define llbcrnllsm, we a-isumo 
that he and his associates consider that he 
can wear tile title of liberal just as It is, 
without alteration. 

Mr. Wallace'* definition also ran more to 
the current and personal than to the abstract 
and philosophical. It was not surprising to 
read he described liberalism as the beliefs 
of a man who thinks just as Henry Wallace 
Is thlnklntr, or at least speaking publicly, 
today. 

The Republicans, on the other hand, ran 
more to the objective approach. Both Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Dewey apparently went to the 
dictionary first thing, and both were struck 
by the fact that libera! and liberty arc 
derived from the aamc Latin root liber — 
which, as anyone who staggered through 
Jlrat-year Latin should remember, means 
free. 

Mr. Stassen must have gone to the diction- 
ary, too, because he agreed with his rlvala 
from New York and Ohio that, semantlcally 
speaking, liberalism Is closely bound up with 
Individual freedom, 

Wc don't blame the gentlemen If they skip- 
ped the most pertinent dictionary definition 
of "liberal" In the political sense. For Web- 
ster's Unabridged still says it is something; 
"having a tendency toward democratic or 
republican, as distinguished from monarchlal 
or. aristocratic, forms," which Is hardly iip- 
to-thc-mlnute, no matter how philosophical 
you're feeling. 

From the definitions of these intelligent 
and experienced politicians, the conclusion 
Is Inescapable that liberalism Is the founda- 
tion on which each of them Is basing his cam- 
paign. It Is, therefore, a potpourri of the 
political beliefs of Harry Truman. Bob Taft. 
Tom Dewey, Harold Stossen, Earl Warren and 
Henry Wallace. And this Is a mixture to 
mako the content* of boarding house hash 
eeom, by comparison, n.i easily definable as 
. aalt and pepper. 

So maybe we need some new definitions, 
Ilka "Individualist" and "government plan- 
ners" or "free enterprisers" and "moderate 
BOClalLsta." Almost nobody wanLs to be called 
conservative any more, because the name- 
calling of recent polltlcol campaigns has 
made the word synonymous with Tory, re- 
actionary, mossback or fascist, depending on 
who Is doing the name-calling. 

But It's popular to bo a liberal nowadays. 
All you have to do Is make up your own de- 
finition, pin the label on, and there you are. 
Only trouble Is. with so many labels therc'.^ 
the chance that none of them will mean any- 
thing.
